No More Broken Glass. 



M. tie la Basilars Discovery— Experiment B 
with the Toughen*!] Gl:<ss.

TIiq ancient admonition to occupants 
of glass houses is in danger of losing 
its force. M.A. tie In Baslie,a French- 
man, bus already succeeded in making 
the demolition of that hitherto fragile 
substance a matter of no small diffi- 
culty. When saucers. plates and glass 
dishes of every description, not to 
mention watch-crystals and largo 
plates of wiiidovv* glass, are thrown 
about a room in a miscellanoou i man- 
ner, with greater damage to the floor 
than to the missiles, the enquiry. 
Cannot glass bo made practically un- 
breakable? becomes one of interest. 

All this and much more was done 
by Prof. Egleston, of the School of 
Minos, yesterday, at Cooper Institute, 
with the La Bastie gluss. Before be- 
ginning his experiments, the Profes- 
sor assured the audience that although 
he had been engaged in experimenting 
upon the substance, at the request of 
Messrs. Paturle and De la Chapelle, 
agents for M. de la Bastie, during the 
past two months, be was not yet pre- 
pared to state all the properties of the 
wonderful glass. The discovery, or 
it might be called the invention, of M. 
de la Bastie, was only made last au- 
tumn, but for the last ten years he 
has devoted his time and attention to 
the matter, having during that time 
over 'J, 000 different baths; the 
peculiar properties oi his glass being 
obtained by plunging ordinarry glass, 
when at a great heat, into a bath com- 
posed mainly of fatty substances. The 
"peculiar properties" are toughness to 
an almost incredible degrea, and non- 
conduction of heat to an absolute de- 
gree. Further than the heating and 
bathing in fatty substance (the com- 
pqsitioii of the bath is of course a 
secret) there appears no difference iij its 
manufacture from that of ordinary 
glass, ami yot its wholo molecular construc- 
tion is different. When broken, as it 
can of course be by sufficient force, it 
rivals the traditional 'one-horse shay' 
in the total ness of its destruction, a 
pioco throe inches square furnishing 
soveral hundred fragments, each frag- 
rc« it. paradoxically being an entire 
piece by itself, with smooth edges, so 
that one might safely thrust his hand 
into a barrel of this broken glass and 
withdraw it uninjured. The glass ex- 
hibited yesterday was hardly as smooth 
and clear as might be necessary for 
some purposes, but Prof, Egleston 
stated that this defect was owing en - 
tirely to the crude means at present 
provided fur the process, and not to 
any fault in the process itself. r lhe 
xperimenta yesterday were conducted 

f 



the presence of a large numbe 
spectators. 

As a preliminary, the Professor 
threw a few pieces of red glass, of 
considorablo thickness, about the room, 
which only excited a smile from the 
many glass-dealers present; next sau- 
cers and various other glass dishes of 
more fragile dimensions bounded un- 
broken from the hard floor, and the 
smiles perceptibly dwindled; and 
whon, in handfuls, watch crystals and 
Jpiig, thin pieces of glass fell on the 
floor and remained whole, a round of 
applause broke from all present . The 
next experiment consisted of testing 
the strongth of ordinary and this pa- 
tent glass beneath a steel weight, 
cartridge-shaped and tempered, drop- 
ped from different heights. Best 
English plate-glass broke beneath a 
two ounce ball falling fifteen inches, 
while the Lo Bastie glass of an equal 
thickness was only broken by the same 
ball falling four foot eight inoheH. 
Ordinary phito-glaes was broken by ■„ 
Jour ounce ball dropped from a height 
pf ono foot, wliile the tempered glass 
repjstod the blow of the weight until 
It had bepn raised to three foot nine 
inches, A one-pound weight required 
to bo raised three feet fo break a pioco 
of this wonderful glass } of an inch 
thick. To demonstrate the advantage 
of using this substanco in roofs of 
hothouses a plate was placed 
ill a slanting position and a 
two-qunce ' ball allowed to 
fall upon it perpontioularly, as hail- 
stones strike upon slanting roofs, and 
it was not until the ball fell from a 
height of nino feet and had struck tho 
same spot thirty- six times that it was 
broken, whilq common glass of twico 
ttyo thickness was demolished, at four 
feet. Another experiment consisted 
in allowing a strip of glass three inches 
■jyide and 3-l6ths of an inch thick to 



project from a vice six inches, and 
placing weights upon the projecting 
end. In this position it supported 
forty-six pounds, while ordinary glass 
of the same dimensions sustained but 
sixteen and a half pounds. The no:ct 
experiment failed. A strip of tho pa- 
tent glass ten inches in length, three 
inches wide, and 3-16ths of an inch 
thick, was bridged upon two uprights, 
and weights suspended from it in tho 
centre. One hundred and eighty 
pounds were thus suspended, wiieu, 
the glass still remaining unbroken, 
with no signs of its giving way, and 
there being no more weights on hand, 
tho experiment had to be abandoned. 
Many similar experiments were tried, 
all with great success. Glass dishes 
were heated and cooled without in- 
jury, and one plate was exhibited 
which Professor Egleston said had re- 
mained upon t he range in his house, 
subject to every change of tempera- 
ture, for over a week. The Professor 
also vouched for having heated a huge 
plate of the material in the centre to 
2,000 degrees, and still held it com- 
fortably by the edges in his bare hands. 
A photograph taken upon a piece of 
the glass was likewise exhibited, and 
the immense value of the artielo to 
photographers in enabling them to 
preserve their negatives was shown. 
Specimens were also produced, colour- 
ed, stained, and engraved, so that 
there appears nothing for which or- 
dinary glass is used that cannot be 
improved and benefitted by this dis- 
eovory. A diamond will not cut it, 
but means for doing so are thought to 
be of easy discovery. The process of 
manufacturing the article is also said 
to be within the scope of any ordinary 
workman, while tho cost, is said to be 
but 5 per cent, additional in its manu- 
facture.

Who in Responsible 1 

After muriy weary days of watching, 
vraitiug and wailing, the Chief Comniis- 
Bioner has found a defender of his road 
policy and an admirer of his "pains- 
taking, industrious" and frugal char- 
acteristics. Yes, a public official who 
is in the enjoyment of a salary nearly 
double that of an Ontario Cabinet 
Minister, and with §000,000 of Canadi- 
an money to purchase support and 
corrupt constituencies, has at length 
found a man who is willing to stake 
his reputation that the present Chief 
of the Lauds and Works Department 
is head and shoulders above every 
other official in the Province in point 
of efficiency and correctness of judg- 
ment. The Yale disaster does not 
weaken his confidence in this Napoleon 
of road-makers; the developments be- 
fore the Indian Committee servo only 
to strengthen his faith in this Chester- 
fieldian memberof a Government of 
gentlemen; the Texada Island frauds 
but add fuel to the flame of his binn- 
ing admiration for the clean hands of 
this scrupulous public officer; his 
penchant for visiting theatres by virtue of 
'deadhead' tickets borrowed from the 
organ, is accepted as another evidence 
of his economy and thrift in dealing 
with the public funds; his motto, 
"put money in thy purse." is but further 
testimony, in the eyes of his admirer, 
of the fitiiess of this Honest Iago to 
take care of the public moneys. Who 
— the public will naturally ask — who 
is the man that has been enabled to 
discover efficiency where everyone else 
has sei n inefficiency; who has found 
a Napoleon in command where every- 
one else has found a lean Falstaff; n 
Chesterfield, where the public have en- 
countered a surly boor; clean hands, 
which all had supposed were 
reeking with the misapplication 
of public funds? What, it will 
be asked, is the name of this extraordina- 
ry man who can see g lodness where bad- 
ness aloco exists — purity of expenditure 
where malfeasance is notorious — polite- 
ness where insult is the rule? Wo mi 
awer: His Dame is Heaven! Unable to 
find a trumpeter, he has seized the in- 
strument himself and blown a blast so 
loud in his own praise that the musty old 
maps and tomes collected by his prede- 
cessors must have squirmed ou their 
shelves at the Lands and Works, while 
the Standard squeaked in a paroxysm of 
delight. The article in the organ of yes 
terday is undoubtedly Beoven's; because 
Beaven has been tickling tlio sterile soil 
of Wharf street with compliments during 
the past few days and trying to explain 
away his insulting dispatch to the Yale 
merchants and forwarders— "My in forma 
Hon Is different from yours. Witt inquire 
into it."' And while ou Wharf street he 
made use of this powerful argument to 
relievo himself of the responsibility and 
odium which must henceforth attach to 
hi* administration of the affairs of his 
office: 

'•As well might I be blamed fur the re- 
cent floods in France, the loss of bridges 
on the Union Pacific Railroad, tho extra 
ordinary rise of water in tho Fraser river, 
as the unfortunate and unforeseen accident 
on the Yale wagon road." 

Word for word this crushing example 
or illustration, which is intended to over- 
whelm his d-ir.tctvjrs as the Fraser flood 
overw helmed pour Ward's team .appeared 
in yesterday's Standard.' Let us see whe- 
ther the illustration will "hold water " 
The floods in France and on the Union 
Pacific were unparalelled nnd "unforseett" 
and their ravages were clearly beyond 
the power of man to forotnll or prevent. 
The Yale disaster icas foreseen and there- 
fore was clearly within the power of Mr. 
Beaven to prevent. Nearly a month ago 
Mr. Neil Black — whose efficiency is prais- 
ed by Mr. Beaven in the Standard wrote 
him that tho road was unsafe. A week 
afterwards a gentleman from Yale, with a 
message from Mr Black, called on the 
Chief Commissioner nnd told him a 
frightful disaster was imminent, flow 
did Mr. Beaven treat the message of Mr. 
Black — Mr. Black whose efficiency ho 
now lauds so highly ? He told the mes- 
senger that his "information was 
different from his." If ho had 
the same faith in Mr. Black then that, lie 
has now why did ho not instruct Mr. 
Black to go ahead and mako the road 
safe? If he had no faith in Mr. Black's 
report why did he not semi up some one 
else to examine and report ? //-■ did 
■nothing— absolutely nothing.' On the 9th 
July when the dispatch signed by the 
residents of Yale reached him "sitting" 
in his office at Victoria, entrenched bo 
hind a breastwork of insolent vulgarity, 
which some ol his friends mistake for wit 
and others for cleverness, ho ilid woise than 
nothing;— he sen back an insulting an- 
swer to their plea to nave the road put in 
order, questioued their veracity, and ul 
lowed luutters to drift along eight days 
longer without inquiry of any kind mi 
til the accident occurred. Can the read- 
er detect am. d these facts a parallel be 
tweou the ' ' unforeseen " floods in France 
and on thoUu'on Pudifio and the disaster 
at Yale ? In order to strengthen his case 
Mr. Beaven publishes portions of a letter 
from Mr. Black in which ho states thai 
"All the breaks on tlie road are repaired, 
that toauib have passed, safely nnd that if 
ho wants more men he will so inform the 
Lands and Works." Why is not tho 
Whole of tho letter published? Why 
nro garblod extracts given of Mr. Black's 
lottor — perhaps of several letters— in or- 
der to shield tho Chief Commissioner 
from blame? By tho means of garblod 
extracts it is sought to make Mr. Black the 
senpogoat of tho Chief Commissioner's 
sins; but who, with half an eye in his 
head cannot boo that if Mr. Beaven found 
tho vorbal and written messages of his 
BU pj;pad superintendent to bo incongruous 
minster. 1 '' his duty to havo ..out for an ex- 
Jon? Let tho entire lottor bo pub- 
Thb bark'V all means. Wo havo long been 
St Nelson's AfuiV»}Ji that no department of the 
oisoo yesterday, 'tands moro in need of a

yesterday. They were taken to Taeomu 
for treatment. . . .There aro six Chnrohes 
in Seattle and 22 saloons— one Church for 
45 1 registered voters, and one saloon 
for every 12 1 3, This is a good showing 
for tho morals of our virtuous little city. 
. . . The Freeport mills will resume work 
on Monday next. . . .Tho Dispatch counts

Among all the Sound 
cities she is tho Queen; with inexhausti- 
ble mines at her back and a noble harbor 
in front, her growth is assured. Instead 
of striving to build up a rival to her, it 
would, bo an act of wisdom on tho part 
of tho N. P. Railroad Company to at 
onco avail themselves of the natural out- 
lot already afforded, and to make that the 
distributing point which nature evident- 
ly has gifted with tho proper requisite 
faoilitios. 

Swindling at the Races. — Goo. Cog- 
gan is accused of swindling at tbe Walla 
Walla race course, in allowing tho horse 
ho drove, "Gen. Sprague," to be beaten 
by t{io mare "Belle Brandon." Tho 
horso won the first lit . easily. On tho 
second heat ho was nearly distanced, and 
tho crowd made Ooggan [oavc hi* seat in 
tho buggy and entrust tho reins to an- 
ther driver who, however, did not recover 
tho loot ground in tho third heat. 

The Seattle Dispatch cautions British 
Columbians to bo on their guard agaiiiHt 
a long, lank individual carrying a silvor- 
mountod cant; and parting bis hair in tho 
middle, who has been guilty of swindl- 
ing, seduction and forgery, and who is 
suppoBod to havo gone to Now West- 
minster. 



Adam tho "First American 
Citizen. 

Mr. F. W. Choato, of Beverly, Mass., 
lately read a paper before tho Essox Cou 
gregational Club, in which he maintained 
that tho Gardon of Edeu whs in this coun- 
try, and that, consequently, Adam was 
the first American citizen! The essayist 
was assured that in this country all tho 
i equisitos, boundaries, rivers, and pro- 
ducts necessary to fix. the location of tho 
gaiden could be found. Utah had all the 
rivers answering tho description, and 
California tbo samo.aud gold has abound- 
ed in those places from tho time when 
tho memory of man runneth not to tho 
contrary. Ho believed that the ark was 
built somewhero within this country, 
Savans supposed thatNoah s shipyard was 
located either in Asia, Africa, or tho part of 
Europo thou known. But they were all 
wrong. Ho would admit the landing of 
tho ark somewhere in Asia or Africa when 
the waters abated and where he thought 
tablets engraved by Noah, containing ex- 
tracts from lna logbook, would yet bo 
found. Now ho thought it clear that it 
was God's design to placo Noah and his 
family in a land far re note from his for- 
mer residence, and where no monuments 
of their folly and wickedness might moot 
bis descendants at any step, His rea 
sons, therefore, for a belief in tho ark 
having been built in this country were 
as follows: Tho proportions of tho ark 
to-day mako tho best sea boats, that is, 
one-sixth of length for breadth of beam, 
and three-fifths of breadth for depth of 
bold; timber of tho sizo and durability 
for the construction of the ark could bo 
found in no other country ; trees hund- 
reds of years old can bo found to-dtiy on 
the Paoitic slope in a perfect state of pro 
servation, and if tho ark was an hundred 
years in building, such wood was neces- 
sary. The cedars of Lebanon wero not 
largo. And after tho ark was built it was 
many days drifting, and at tho slow rate 
of two miles an hour she would have 
drifted many thousands of miles from 
tbo starting placo, and finally did ground 
no doubt, at an immense distance from 
where she started. Mr. Choata will cer- 
tainly immortalize himself if ho cau es- 
tablish tho fact, beyond a doubt, that 
America is tho very country where Adam | 
and Eve "brought death into tho world j 
with all our woes." Such evidence of 
tho antiquity of tho New World would 
rob Asia of much of her glory, and give 
Americans now cause for boasting! 

TnE "Times" on Canada. — Tho Lou- 
don Times of tho 9th inst., in an article 
on Lord Duilbrin's speech, says that 
Canada has been advancing rapidly, but 
not so fast nor with so free trade as the 
United States. If any Canadians former- 
ly felt a lurking wish to join the Repub- 
lic, they beiame loyal when they saw the 
enormous load of debt and taxes left by 
tho civil war. Canadians might.however, 
havo sought annexation ere this in some 
tit of petulance if the mother country 
had left thorn any grievance; but on the 
whole they scarcely felt tho restraint of 
tho Imperial Government. Canadian 
loyalty has been admirable, but wo may 
yet havo to call for larger proofs of pa- 
triotism if wo intend to knit tho colonies 
into a firmer union with tho mother 
country, so as to mako them a source of 
strength instead of weakness in time of 
war.

Tho London "Spectator" says:— Dr.

Tho "Times," June 1", says: — The 
Postoffice has been so unfortunate as 
to have two of its oablos broken for 
somt time now, and on this account 
divect communication -.rith the Chan- 
nel Islands and the Isle of Man has 
been suspended. There is, how- 
ever, a fair prospect of tho re- 
pair id' both cables being effected at 
no distant date. The cable-ship 
Carolino, chartered by the Posmaster- 
General tor the pr'-poso, is on her way 
to tho Channel Islands, where it is 
understood she will recover a portion 
of a disused cable, and proceed thence 
to repair the Isle of Man cable with 
the same.

Newfoundland. 



The St. John's correspondent of the 
Halifax "Citizen" says:— "A small 
settlement of Nova Seotians has lately 
been formed on tbo banks of Deer 
Lake. It will surprise your readers 
to learn that they have found the soil 
so good as to grow wheat equal to any 
produced in Nova Scotia, and to yield 
ttventy-eight barrels of potatoes for 
ono planted. They report tho timber 
to bo good and tho quantity to be 
considerable. Negotiations are now 
in progress between Franco and Eng- 
land with a view to tho settlement of 
tho vexed " French Shore" question. 
Were tho French cleared out, and a 
railroad constructed, there can be no 
doubt that Western Newfoundland 
would become n most attractive region 
for settlers, and would bo spcodily oc- 
cupied by an industrious population of 
farmers, miners, and lumberers, Suit' 
building, too, would form a poihion of. 
the employment of the peoplo. The 
climate is far superior to that of the 
rest of tho island. Spring is earlier 
and frogs unknown." 

The same coi respondent puts the 
total catch of seals this spring at -120,- 
000, valuo $1,200, 000. According to 
a recent census, tho population of the 
island was 101,386, an increase in five 
years of 14,850, or nt the rate of 20 per 
cent, for a ten years' period. Tho 
IVotestauts number 97,022, and the 
Catholics 04,018. Tho increase among 
Protestants is t he greater, thero being 
a considerable Catholic emigration to 
tho United States. Among Protes- 
tants tho Church of England people 
number 59,057, and the Methodists 
35,009, or very nearly tho whole of 
that class. 

The "Newfoundlander" says: — "A 
late letter from Francis Harbour, La- 
brador, in referring to tho extremely 
cold and stormy weather of last winter 
on that coast, says: — "Several lives 
lost in tho snowdrifts, and other acci- 
dents resulting in death. Two child- 
ren at Seal Island torn to death and 
devoured by dogs.'' Wo trust tho 
shocking oecnrroiioo last named will 
sorve to give new vigour to tho efforts 
of the authorities and peoplo in every 
direction for tho destruction of those 
useless and ferocious dogs which are 
so cruol a pest of this country."

Wo started 
and in almost no time entered the 
tunnel; and in tho darkness of that 
tunnel, whether in the body or out of 
tho body I cannot, tell, but this I 
know 1 had a blessed experience in- 
deed. A light little hand was laid on 
my shoulder; 1 felt a sweet warm 
breath fan my face; and heaven and 
earth in a moment of time, a pair of 
delicious moist small lips worts rub- 
bing at mine, adjusting themselves to 
thai ecstatic pressure— the intensifica- 
tion of swoetnoss which Hps can feel 
but tongue can never express.

A Fatal Tjge* Hunt. 

Tho London "Times" of tho 18th 
Juno contains the following:— •'Intel- 
ligence has just been received of tho 
death of Mr. George S. Dobbie, My- 
sore Territory, on tho 6th of May, from 
injuries received on tho 2nd from a 
tiger ho had mortally wounded. On 
the 2nd of May, While Mr. Dobbio was 
in camp near Malur, about 27 miles 
from Sheraogah, he received intelli- 
gence of a tiger having boon seen at a 
placo about six miles distant; ho at 
onco proceeded to the spot. :\nd com- 
menced beating the jungle in tbo 
usual manner. Tho tiger broke from 
tho junglo at a place near where ho 
was posted, and immediately Mr.Dob- 
bio tired, severely wounding- the beast, 
which slunk off into a thicketclose by. 
On hearing tho report of tho rifle tho 
beaters stopped beating. Mr. Dobbie 
called his peon, Syed Mustaffa, to col- 
lect tho beaters ami bring them all 
round to him, which occupied about 
half an hour; ho then remarked to the 
peon, 'I havo hit tbo tiger very hard, 
and ho has gone into that thicket,' 
pointing to one a short distance off. 
Ho then, with the peon, proceeded 
towards the thicket, picking up tho 
track of the tiger by the marks of 
blood on tho ground. Cutting their 
way through the junglo they soon 
camo near tho place where the crea- 
ture was lying mortally wounded; tho 
peon saw him. and, pointing to tho 
spot, said, 'Ho is still alive' Mr. Dob- 
biercplied, '1 cannot see him.' The 
peon again pointing to the place where 
tho wounded beast, lay, said, 'Take 
care, sir, he is looking at us, and is 
about to come at us;' and immediately 
afterwards called out, 'Ho is crouch- 
ing for a spring, so look out!' Mr. 
Dobbie replied, 'I can't see him, but 
I'm all ready,' and the next moment 
tho tiger charged. Mr. Dobbie fired 
both barrels of his rifle (snap shots) 
and broke the forearm of tho tiger, 
but did not stop him; tho beast 
was very bad from his wounds, and 
could barely see, lor he passed be- 
tween Mr. Dobbie and tho peon, al- 
most touching both of thorn. Tho 
former struck the tiger while passing 
with hid discharged rifle, which caus- 
ed it to turn upon him, and during 
the desperate struggle with tho en- 
raged animal which ensued, he tripp- 
ed and fell and was immediately seiz- 
ed and bitten on the right tbigb. The 
tiger then left him an I tell dead before' 
it had gono ten yards. Mr. Dobbie 
got up, looked at tho dead tiger, and 
walked to tho top of the rising grounds 
and from there was carried back to 
his camp. Ho thought but little d 
his injuries, and during the next two 
days transacted his business. On ob- 
taining a palanquin mid bearers from 
Shomogah, for which he had sent, ho 
returned to that station on Wednes- 
day, arriving in good .spirits, apparen- 
tly doing well, and was considered by 
his friends there almost out of dan. 
ger. Ho was slightly .excited and fe- 
orvish, and was, therefore, not encou- 
raged to speak of his encounter with 
the tiger. Ho slept tolerably well, but 
awoke about four o'clock in 'the morn- 
ing in a very excited state, and, not- 
withstanding all the efforts of thoso 
attending him, he rapidly became de- 
lirious and died in about two hours 
from the time of awakening. 

A man who treasures up curious things 
said in court, sends us the following:— A 
man was accused of having stolen a pair 
of pantaloons.

Thero beiug no moro cases 
to be heard tho court was getting e.upty, 
when tho lawyer, getting impatient, ask- 
ed, with some asperity, why be didn't go, 
Tho innocent, injured man. whispered in 
his ear, "The fact is, sir, l'did not like to 
move till the witnesses had left tin; court." 
'Why so?" Because, si:-, I have got on 
tho pantaloons that, I stole."
